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HE Dutchefs of Mantua and the 
Princefs of Vaudemont went from 
hence this Morning with a great 
Retinue , for Strasbourg. The 

French Camp near Brifac, is already en- 
creasd to 14 or 15000 Men: And they 
are actually at work upon 2 Bridges over 
the Rhine. "Tis talk’d here that they have 
a Defign upon Fribourg, while their other 
Troops give the Allies a Diverfion on the 
fide of Lauterbourg. 

Strasbourg, May 13. Yefterday 200 Wag- 
gons loaded with Hay, Straw, and Oats, 
were fent from hence to Brifac, for the 
Subfiftance of the Troops that are encamp’d 
inthat Neighbourhood, The Train of Ar- 
tillery got ready here, confifts of 68 heavy 
Cannon and 24 Mortars. The Defigns for 
the Campaign are kept fecret ; but ’tis con- 
jectur'd that after the Arrival of the Marthal 
de Villars, who is expected the 20th Inftant, 
our Forces will pafs the Rhine in two Bodies 
on fome important Enterprize. 

Philipsbourg, May 16. The Margrave of 
Bareith has view’d the Lines of Stolhoffen, 
and is expeéted here to morrow. The French 
are in motion about Brifac, and threaten 
to pafs the Rhine there. The Garrifon of 
Fribourg is reinforc’d to sooo Men, and 
fufficiently provided with Ammunition and 
Provifions, fo that we are not in the leaft 
Concern for that Place. 


Hague, May 24. § The Minifter of Por-
